You have provided work enough to employ 
us an Age or two, after other queries: For tis agrced 
onall hands by Learned men, that there was hardly 
any part of the known world with whom the Phanict- 
ans did not Trathc. However, we muft give fome 
account of their Navigation, and try if we can ex- 
plaia all tholé hard names you have mention‘d,and the 
veft which contain any difficulty in the fame Chapter. 
We begin with the sth v. “ They have made all thy 
Ship-boards of Fir-trees of Senir.. What this Sentry was, 
we may learn.from Deut. 3. 8,9. ** Mount Armor, 
* which the Zidoniins call Sirton, and the \morites call 
*- Sheair. Where, as well as in the Cantic. 4. 8. 
The Copy which our,Tranflators made ule of feems 
to have been with a {chin Shenir, whereas thole trom 
Whence that ia the Polyglot was tranfcribd, has only a 
fingle S. as well as here in Frek. and therefore reads 
Sentry in all the 3 Texts. Tho by compartion of the 
two former, that in Deut, andthe Canticles, it fecms 
that the nameSenir was at laft appropriated to one part 
of ZZermon, at leaft by the Hebrews in Solomons time, 
tho the Amorites call‘d all mount Hermon by that 
name, which is it felf buta Spur of Libanies. “Tis Va- 
rioufly written in the Syr: Sonor, in Arab, Targ. and 
Vulg. Lat, Sanir, In the Vatic. 70, Teves» in the Alex. 
andr: =LVEI0, and by fome, as St. Ferom fays, ‘tis al. 
fo call'd Sanior. veg. [OF the Oaks of Bajhan have 
they made thy Oars. ] Bafban was formerly the King- 
dom of Og on the other fide Jordan, afterward bazanea, 
famous it feems for wood as well as Aferbage, It tol- 
lows in our Tranflation. (“ The company of the Ajbu- 
“ rites have brought out of the les of Chissim, made 
“ thy Benches of Ivory. ] The LXX tar. enough from 
the fence. [“* They have made thy Temple of Ivory, 
“ thy, Css edoms\ees, Domus Sylveftres, Lodges, 
“ Wood-Houfes, or Hunting houfes, from the //les ot 
“ Chittim.| What we trantlate the company Oo! the 
Afburites, isin the orig. Bath-Affurim, which may be 
tender‘d the daughter of the Afurites. This fome In~ 
terpret by the ingenious artiticers which they hired 
from among the Afjyrians, their Neighbours : But Bux- 
torf and other learn‘d men have obierved, that when 
the word Affurim fignifies the Ajjyrizns, ‘tis writ in 


another manner then ‘tis here, with a Dagefh, whereas | 


here ‘c hasnone, tho we doubt whether all thote points 
are not much more novel than this prophely. Grotéus, 
Bocbart, and other learned men are of opinion that 
the maforeths were here miftaken, reading QNWN 
M3 for UYWWNNI the name of a Tree, and that no 
other then the 8ex-tree, which we find im //4. 41+ 19. 
St. Ferom turns it, ex ebore Fulio the Chal, larg. € t4- 
bulis buccinis, calatis ebore, Tyox inlaid with Ivory,

1.1. expretly Chethiim; Now after Alexander, Son of 
Philip, 4 Macedonian, who came out of the Land of Ch 
thiim, &c. Nor does this contradict Bocharts No tion, 
that by Cbittim ia the Text,aow in Controverty, is 
meant the /lands about /taly, Sardinia and Coifica, which 
may as properly be faidro belong to it asthe J/le of 
Wight, or Portland to England ; in which /flands efpeci- 
ally in Corfica, he telisus there grows plenty ot excel. 
Jent Box, from feveral good Authors. See his Phaleg, 
1b, 3. Cap. 5. p. 182. Not that we deny that /raly it 
felf, at leaft fome parts of it, may alfo be fometines 
included under that name, and Ben-Corion be righter in 
this piece of his Geography than many others,when he 
explains Chittim by dpulta,as the Jargum here alfo does, 
rendring it de provincia Apalia: there being many 
Footfteps of that name left in /wly, as Bocbart inthe 
place already mention‘d, as the City Cetiz in Plutarch, 
Echetia in Stephanus. The River Cetus near Cuma, in
